SCIENTIFIC INSTRUGTION,

In 1807 two leading professors of
Germany sent to the men of that coun-
try & pronouncement favoring total ab-
stinence. It contalned this declara
tion:

“Sclence has shown that nlcohol,
even in moderate quantities, causes
disturbance in bruin metion, parplyzes
tho eritical capacity, power of will, the
etileal and esthetle sense, and lowers
sell-control. For this reason we
should realize that it i3 a polson and
no longer (0 be classed with foods”

The document recolved nine slgna-
tures. Ten yoars later It was sont out
again and recoived 800 signatures of
German medical men, 110 of whom
were profossors,

In 1012 a great antlalcoholle mocting
wis hold In the Prusslan house of dep.
uties, Berlin. The honorary prestdent
was the German chancellor, Dr, von
Bethmann-Hollweg, and on tha commit.
tee of honor all the Prussian minlstora
were represented and hundreds of em.
inent men of the empire. Doctor Jen-
sen, lnspector general of the Berlln
schooly, called forth much applavss
when he sald that "the education of
youtlh Is absclutely Impossible with-
out an antinlcohol element In L
Sinee then such instruction has bLeen
made a part of the regular course In
the public schoola of Germany, and
entirs courses in that subject are of-
foered by the great universities,

tive. It i8 pecullnrly fitting that the
Auwerican collegoe student of today,
wiser and better Informed than his
pradecesnors, shonld give battle to his
anclent and merclless adversary, It
gruvestones were piaced on our eol-
lege grounds to those ‘slaln In the Mush

of young manhood by intoxicating
drink, tho ancres of wverdant lawn
around weven our best institutions

would become vast cemeteries ghastly
with thick-atrewn headstones, With a
devilish ingtinct for maximum dostrue-
tiveness, this demon of the campns
seems to plek out for degradation the
giyest, the lovallest, the most talent-
ed, and o re-enforee his assault by en-
listihg the socinl and generous Ine
stincts which constitote tho wvery
ehurm of youth.
